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(57) Abstract: A push button assembly comprises 
a button (1 ) with an actuating structure (5) movably 
mounted within a housing (2) for operation of a 
switch (20). The housing (2) provides a frame (18) 
comprising side wall structures (16), with a flange 
structure (15) mounted at a top open end thereof, 
The axial length of the housing (2) is shorter than 
the horizontal length of the side wall structures 
(16), resulting in a short push button assembly. 
The button (D'is illuminable via a lamp (25) which 
is provided on a carrier strip (22), the switch (20) 
being mounted on a body (19), both of which 
can be removably mounted substantially within 
the confines of the housing (2), with respective 
connection terminals (23, 21) projecting outward 
thereof, the assembly therefore occupying minimal 
space behind a panel when mounted on such a 
panel of an amusement or gaming machine where 
space may be restricted.
